7 3 1 of the C i v i l A i r Regulations i s 
amended to read as follows: 

6 1 . 7 3 ) Deviation from route. No scheduled a i r c a r r i e r a i r c r a f t 
s h a l l deviate from i t s authorized route, except when operating in accord­
ance with t r a f f i c control instructions issued by a control tower or control 
center or when circumstances render such deviation necessary as a safety 
measure. In the l a t t e r case any deviation of more than, 25 miles from the 
authorized route s h a l l be explained by the p i l o t in a written report to 
the Administrator of C i v i l Aeronautics. Such report s h a l l be made within 
7 days a f t e r the completion of the f l i g h t . 
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
